QUEBEC MEMBERS 
THREATEN TO USE 
FRENCH LANGUAGE 


IRRECONCILABLES DECIDE NOT 
TO USE ENGLISH IN THE 
DEBATES AT ALL. 


Ottawa, March 18.—A movement is 
on foot among the French-Canadian 
members of the new parliament to 
refuse to talk English and to make 
all their speeches in French. Some of 
the new French members, smarting 
under the defeat of the last election 
are vigorously advising that they exer- 
cise their prerogative to talk French 
exclusively as an official languuge. 
As the oppostion is two-thirds French 
while the government has but two 
French members and not more than 
a half dozen representatives who un- 
derstand French there will be a pecu- 
liar situation develop if these irrecon- 
cilables succeed in their plans. It 
means that the opposition will be- 
speaking a language which the govy- 
ernment cannot understand. In the 
past the leading French-Canadian 
members have always used English 
in debate, unless some Quebec sub- 
ject was beng discussed. During the 
last parliament French debates were 
rare. The advocates of this method 
of political warfare are canvassing 
their French Canadian members, and 
it is said are meeting with success. 
Whether Sir Wilfrid Laurier will 
sanction such a plan remains to be 
seen, It is regarded as doubtful. Sir 
Wilfrid has always used English al- 
most exclusively in debate.

SOVIETS HAVE AGREED 
TO ALL GERMAN TERMS 


LENINE CLAIMS UTTER CAPITU- 
LATION THE ONLY WAY 
OUT OF WAR 


Moscow, March 16.—The All-Russian 
congress of. Soviets has ratified the 
peace agreement with Germany by 
a large majority. 

A Bolsheviki resolution approving 
the acts of the gavernment; of work- 
men’s and soldiers’ delegates and of 
the peace delegation, and calling for 
the organization for the defense of the 
country by the creation of an army of 
both sexes, was passed after Premier 
Lenine’s appeal for the restoration of 
peace among the warring nations and 
his statement that this was the only 
way out, he intimating that the treaty 
might be broken under the changed 
circumstances. 

The opposition, notably the Social- 
Revolutionaries of the Left, made a 
valiant but futilé effort to prevent the 
acceptance of the treaty, was charact- 
erized by the ininister | of justice. as 
being - “anticrevolutionary” and “anti- 
Socialist.” He stated that the social 
revolutionary party repudiated the re- 
sponsibility for the acceptance of the 
peace treaty, would resign from the 
government and devote all its power 
and influnce to the organization of 
armed resistance to German imperial- 
ism.

Washington, March 17.—The virtual 
ultimatum presented at The Hague 
by diplomatic representatives of the 
United States and Great Britain spec- 
ifically requested that the Dutch ships 
to be taken over on March 18 should 
be given without reservation against 
being sent into the danger zone. The 
provisional agreement which Holland 
has left unacted upon more than two 
months provided that the ships should 
not be sent through the danger zone, 
but the newest representations in- 
formed the Netherlands government 
that this new proviso must be elimin- 
ated. The agreement in practically 
other respects will be carried out.

TANK STEAMER SUNK U-BOAT, 
CLAIMS CREW. 


An Atlantic port, March 17.—An

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three yeaps after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 650 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patemt as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a_ purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent's Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
must be presented to Agent.

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(Expermental Farms Note)., 
There are “many miles of roads 
which must be maintained by. some 
means, more or less expensively. On 
the Dominion Experimental Farms, 


the Split-Log Drag is found to be one]. 


of the most useful implements for this 
purpose. It is now in use in many 
localities and an increasing mileage 
of the rural highways of,this country 
is being kept in repair economically 
by the use of this simple implemeat. 

Construction of a Split-Log Drag. 

A dry, sound red cedar log is. the 
best material for-a drag, the hard 
woods being usually too heavy for this 
purpose. The log should. be from 
seven to eight feet long and from ten 
to twelve inches in diameter, and care- 
fully sawn down the middle. The 
heaviest and best slab should be se- 
lected for the centre, both flat sides 
to the front and set on edges thirty 
inches apart, giving the back half a 
set back of sixteen to eighteen inches 
at the right end so that when the drag 
is drawn along at an angle parallel 
to the ditch on the right side of the 
road the end of the back half will be 
directly behind the front half as other- 
wise the ditch end of the rear slab 
would stick out past the ditch end of 
the front slab, crowding into the bank 
and interfering with the proper work- 
ing of the drag. 

Two crosspieces are wedged in two- 
inch auger holes bored through the 
slabs and on the right hand side a 
piece of scantling is inserted between 
the ends of the slabs. This is of great 
value in strengthening and stiffening 
the end of the front slab. 

In working a clay or gumbo road it 
is advisable to put iron on the lower 
edge of both flat sides. Handles may 
be attached to a piece of iron similar 
to a piece of wagon tire the irons to be 
hinged to the back of each end of the 
front slab. By pressing the handles 
the drag could be raised thus deposit- 
ing a load of dirt which is desired to 
fill a hollow or increase the crown at 
some particular spot. 

A platform of inch boards held to- 
gether by three cleats should be 
placed on the stakes between the 
slabs. These boards should be spaced 
at least an inch apart to allow any 
earth that may heap up and fall over 
the front slab to sift through upon the 
road again. The end cleats should be 
placed so that they will not rest upon 
the cross stakes but drop inside them. 
These cleats should extend about an 
inch beyond the finished width of the 
platform. An extra weight may be 
added if necessary but it is seldom 
needed. : 

To use the drag attach a chain to 
the left cross piece which is behind 
the front slab running the other end 
of the chain through the hole in the 
front slab near the right end. It is a 
mistake to hook this end of the chain 
over the front slab as in the case of 
the other end as when the drag strikes 
a stone or snag there is great danger 
of toppling forward. With the right 
end of the chain drawn through the 
hole in the slab as_ suggested, this 
danger is entirely obviated. 

The operation of the drag is very 
simple though there are many fine 
points that may be learned by exper- 
jience. For ordinary smoothing pur- 
poses, the drag may be drawn up and 
down the road one or two rounds com- 
mencing at the edge and working to- 
wards the centre. Usually it is drawn 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. For 
the last stroke or two the drag may 
be drawn backward with the round 
side of the slab to the front and with 
comparatively little angle. 

There are two stages when roads 
will drag and one when you cannot 
do a job satisfactorily. The first stage 
is when they are in a very sloppy 
condition in spring or in other seasons 
after a heavy rain. A road may then 
be shaped up wonderfully well and 
after the surface has a chance to dry 
a little before it is cut up with traffic, 
it will make a smooth fine road. 
Dragging at this stage fills ruts and 
sends the water to the ditches. After 
this soft stage, comes a sticky stage 
when the mud will roll up under the 
drag @nd the road cannot be reduced 
to a satisfactory condition. After 
this again, when the surface approach- 
es a crumbly texture, the drag may be 
used very successfully.

FIGURES SHOW RECORD 
POPULAR MAJORITY 


PEOPLE’S ENDORSATION OF 
UNION GOVERNMENT BEATS 
‘ ALL PRECEDENTS. 


The official figures of the popular 
vote in the last election issued by Mr. 
W. F. O’Connor, K.C., general return- 
ing officer, shows that the Union Gov- 
ernment was endorsed at the polls by 
an unprecedented popular majority. 
The Government majority over the 


inited votes of all opponents was 
264,216, and over the official opposition 
ilone of 326,008. 

In 1911 when the Borden Govern- 
ment made what was regarded as 
an overwhelming sweep of the country 
che total majority over liberal candi- 
lates was 44,461. The independent 
vote was 12,830, so that the popular 
najority over all opponents was only 
31,631. In 1908 Laurier’s popular 
majority over the conservatives was 
24,117. The vote for independent can- 
jidates was 24,893, so that Sir Wilfrid 
actually was in the minority. 

The vote last election was unpre- 
zedently large, due to the enfranchise- 
nent of the women. The total num- 
yer of votes cast was 1,780,002. In 
(911 the total vote was 1,307,483, and 
yn 1908 only 1,176,104. If it had not 
Xeen for the twenty-six acclamations, 
the total vote would have run to near- 
ty two millions. 

The Government has a popular maj- 
ority in every province except Quebec 
Prince Edward Island, and Nova 
Scotia However, in Nova Scotia 
there were four Unionist acclamations 
30 that in reality the government 
should be credited with a substantial 
najority in that Province. In Prince 
Edward Island the vote was almost an 
even break. 

Manitoba gave the strongest ver- 
dict for Union Government, the vote 
3tanding nearly four to one. 


Railway Rates 


_THE_NEWS, RED DEER, ALBERTA,“ _ 
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WILL INVESTIGATE THIS A8S8O-- 
CIATION. ; 


Ottawa, Ont., March 14.—Col. B. J. 
Chambers, chief press censor, has 
asked the Dominion police to investi- 
gate the activities of the International 
Bible Students’ Association, who are 
followers of the late Pastor Russell. 
Recently at the instance of Col. Cham- 
bers, their literature in Ottawa, Toron- 
to, Edmonton, Calgary, Vancouver, 
Victoria,and other centres were seized. 
Despite these seizures they are con- 
tinuing their activities, and Col. Cham- 
bers believes they will bear investi- 
gation. 

Although the Association claims to 
have only 40,000 followers in the whole 
of the continent, and admit that they 
have no wealthy adherents, yet they 
spend money lavishly in advertising 
and give away literature by the ton 
and sell their latest productions, which 
have been banned, at a price evidently 
below cost. : 

There is considerable curiosity in 
official circles as to the source of their 
revenue. The literature which has 
been banned is extremely anti-war, 
pacifist, anti-clerical, and anti-govern- 
ment. The latest book has been trans- 
lated into German, Scandinavian, and 
other languages. 


ROYAL BANK TO 
TAKE OVER THE 
NORTHERN GROWN 


FINANCE MINISTER GIVES SANC- 
TION TO ANOTHER AMAL- 
GAMATION 


Montreal, March 14—Arrangements 
have been completed for the purchase 
of the Northern Crown Bank by the 
Royal Bank of Canada The purchase 
price will be approximately $200 per 
share and will be pafd part in Royal 
Bank of Canada stock and part in 
cash. The minister of finance has 
officially given his consent to the sale, 
it is announced. 

The Royal Bank of Canada, prior to 
the purchase of the Northern Crown 
Bank, has paid-up capital of $12,911,700 
The paid-up capital of the Northern 
Crown Bank was $1,431,200. 

The Northern Crown Bank has only 
four branches in Alberta, at Calgary, 
Edmonton, High River, and Red Deer. 
It is likely that these branches will 
be closed as soon as the transfer takes 
place. 

The above announcement shows 
that shareholders of the Northern 
Crown are virtually getting par for 
their stock. The par value of the 


shares is $100, and the purchase price |- 


3200. A few years ago, however ,the 
capital of the bank wasreduced by one 
half, and the holdings of each share- 
holder cut in two, so that the price of 
$200 per share really works out at

GASOLINE QUESTION 
IN UNITED STATES 


It is important that the American 
people understand fully the factors 
governing the supply of petroleum 
products in this country. The Chair- 
man of the Petroleum Committee of 
the National Defense some eight 
months ago pointed out the import- 
ance of conservation of gasoline. The 
situation at present may be summar- 
ized as follows: 

There is no shortage of gasoline for 
use in this country. As a matter of 
fact, as a result of the Nght domestic 
demand incident to the winter weath- 
er, the stocks of gasoline are increas- 
ing and will further increase before 
the heavy summer demand {s encount- 
ered. 

While there is an increasing de- 
mand abroad for gasoline for use by 
our own army and navy, as well as 
by our Allies, the limiting factor there 
is shipping tonnage. All the gasoline 
is now being forwarded for which 
ships are available. Experience and 
inquiry make it clear that the petro- 
leum industry in America can and 
will supply all the increased demand 
for oil products for the war, provided 
sufficient tank steamers can be ob- 
tained It is estimated that in 1917 
not over twenty-five per cent. of the 
gasoline produced in this country was 
exported. That fact should be reas- 
suring to anyone who doubts this 
country’s ability to supply the war 
requirements of our own and allied 
governments for this important pro- 
duct. 

The need of immediate importance 
is that there be no relaxation in the 
production of fuel ‘oil. This material 
“liquid fuel” as it is often called, is 
used by the oil-burning vessels of the 
navies, by practically every industrial 
plant engaged in the manufacture of 
munitions, shipyards, gas plants, and 
even by some of the railroads. The 
consumption of fuel of] is much great- 
er than the consumption of any other 
of the various products obtained from 
crude petroleum. 

Crude oil, as it comes from the 
ground, is a mixture of light and heavy 
hydrocarbons, whch in the still vap- 
orize at different degrees of heat. 
The light hydrocarbons (those which 
distill at comparatively low temper- 
atures) are known as gasoline. The 
heavier hydrocarbons (which remain 
after the distillation of the lighter 
fractions) can all be utilized for fuel 
purposes. Most of the crude oils pro- 
duced in the United States are not 
satisfactory for fuel purposes until- 
after the lighter fractions have been 
removed. There are two reasons for 
this: (1) Crude oil has no flash, that 
is, one cannot specify the definite 
point at which it will always ignite; 
it is dangerous to handle or burn it 
in its natural state owing to the light- 
er hydrocarbons evaporating as gas 
at ordinary temperatures. This is 
why Lloyds and other authorities in- 
sist that fuel ofl must have a flash test 
of 150 degrees Fahrenheit, which 
means that at a temperature below 
160 degrees Fahrenheit no gas will 
be given off and the fluid will not {g- 
nite (2) Fuel ofl of 150 Fahrenheit 
flash test has a greater value than 
crude oil in its natural state, owing 
to the presence in the crude of the 
lighter hydrocarbons. 

From the foregoing it must be evi- 
dent that the war requirements de- 
mand that the refining of crude must 
be based upon the principle of obtain- 
ing the necessary quantity of fuel ofl. 
Fuel oil is therefore the starting point. 
The fuel oil requirements must be 
first supplied, and it naturally follows 
that, under ordinary circumstances, 
in running increased quantities of 
crude to meet the growing demand for 
fuel oil, increased quantities of gaso- 
line will be produced. By means of the 
“cracking process,’ or breaking up of 
the heavier hydrocarbons into lighter 
hydrocarbons, fuel oil can be further 
refined to yield additional gasoline. 

It is indeed most fortunate for the 
petroleum industry in this country 
that there is a ready market for both 
products, for if the demand for one 
was out of proportion to the demand 
for the other, such a condition would 
materially reduce the total quantity 
of crude which would be refined. It 
is likewise important that as long as 
it is impossible to ship more gasoline 
than is now being forwarded to Eur- 
ope, the broadest possible market can 
be afforded for gasoline which is avail- 
able for use in this country. Unfort- 
unately gasoline cannot be stored in 
large quantities for lack of storage 
facilities which cannot now be built. 
It is however, important, that there 
should be no wasteful use of gasoline. 
In war times it is unnecessary to 
point out the advantages that accrue 
to any nation from husbanding all of 
her resources. Conservation of food, 
fuel, and all other like products are 
essential to the successful prosecution 
of the war. 

Gasoline is the only derivative of 


Petroleum which is not today utilized 


so as to reduce waste to the minimum. 
The oil lamp—the lamp. of the rural 
and farming communities—is a neces- 
sity, not a luxury, The manufacturer 
who burns fuel oil and uses lubricat- 
ing oil to run his machinery naturally 
strives to economize and use the min- 
imum quantity required to produce the 
desired results. But with gasoline 
the situation is different. Gasoline is 
a product which, while essential to 
the waging of the‘war, has been used 
not merely as a necessity, but in part 
at least as a medium of convenience 
or pleasure. This refers particularly 
to the consumption of gasoline in 
pleasure cars. If there should be a 
material decline in the production of 
crude, or if the increased demand for 
fuel ofl because of the war should 
make it necessary to divert to fuel 
dil that part-of the crude whch today 
is being “cracked” into gasoline, then 
and only then would it be necessary 


to curtail the deliveries of gasoline.

now in the possession of the United 
States government, according to a re- 
port published here yesterday by the 
Public Ledger. The inventor of this 
horror of the skies, Lester B. Barlow, 
of this city, asserts that Brigadier 
General O. Squier, head of the signal 
service of the army, has approved his 
invention as feasible. 

Without revealing the details of the 
aerial torpedo, the inventor says it 
has a range of between 400 and 500 
miles,

The time of the Legislature two 
weeks ago was mainly taken up with 
a discussion of Premier Stewart's re- 
port - of the conference at Ottawa. 
This discussion resulted in a lot of 
talk but not a great deal of substance. 


The outstanding exception was the ad- 
dress of Mr Geo. Hoadley, opposition 
leader, who put forward a_ definite 
scheme for increasing food production. 
Up to the date of writing the Govern- 
ment had not evolved a plan of its 
own nor has it announced its accept- 
ation of Mr. Hoadley’s scheme. 

The rumor in the corridors is that 
the Government will accept Mr. Hoad- 
ley’s plan. This remains to be seen. 
A brief outline of the scheme is as 
follows: 

The basis of the scheme exists upon 
four principles, namely, (1) utilize 
all available land, (2) utilize all avail- 
able man power, (3) utilize all avail- 
able motive power (horse or machine) 
and (4) confirm the producers’ belief 
in the necessity for production, and 
in his ability to produce. 

The method of accomplishing these 
end was elaborated. Mr. Hoadley 
would, place the whole task in the 
hands of a production council com- 
posed of: 

(1) An advisory directorate repre- 
senting labor agriculture, finance, and 
government. 

(2) An executive staff of working 
officials to carry into effect the delib- 
erations of the council. 

Mr. Hoadley illustrated the securing 
of data by a series of questions, First, 
respecting the land: how much do you 
own? How much ready for spring 
crop? How much ready for summer 
fallow? How much uncultivated but 
available? Yow much additional land 
will you break with advanced assist- 
ance? What assistance in the way of 
money or labor do you require? 

His second series of questions illus- 
trates the securing of data represent- 
ing labor: What is your present avail- 
able help? What help do you require 
for spring work? What help do you 
require for later cultivation? 

The next series has to do with 
power: (Horse or Motor power) What 
power have you now available? What 
power do you require for spring? 
What power do you require for later 
cultivation? What additional seed or 
equipment do you require? 

In order to secure all this necessary 
data respecting the requirements for 
increasing the production by the vol- 
untary efforts of the farmers, Mr. 
Hoadley suggested the division of the 
Province into suitable districts for 
facility in organization, and the utili- 
zation of the municipal organizations. 

In respect to the labor problem, his 
plan called for (1) the registration of |

Operating under the direction of the 
Seed Commissioner and composed of 
members of his staff, the Seed Pur- 
chasing Commission aims to insure a 
reserve supply of staple farm seeds 
for distribution where needed. Offices 
of the Commission are maintained at 
Regina, Toronto, and Quebec 
The Seed Branch staff of seed inspec- 
tors and the chain of Government ele- 
vators under the control of the Board 
of Grain commissioners of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, co-oper- 
ate with the Seed Purchasing Com- 
inspection, cleaning, 
storing, sacking, and distribution of 
The grain trade also 
assists in purchasing on the basis of 
small brokerage commissions. ; 

The purchases of the Commission 
are financed by appropriations made 
by Orders-in-Council,and proceeds from 
sales are deposited to the credit of the 
Receiver General. 
makes sales only in car lots of one or 
more kinds of seed and subject to pay- 
ment by sight draft with bill of lading 
attached. Prices are fixed to cover the 
cost of the cleaned 
nearly as can be determined. 

All of the cereal grains purchased 
for seed are obtained subject to in- 
as to definite standards of 
quality for seed grades.

CAUCASUS GOVERNMENT WILL 
NOT ENDORSE PEACE TREATY. 


Petrograd March 15.—The Causa- 
sus government has issued a state- 
ment in which it refuses to endorse 
the Brest-Litovsk treaty which cedes 
Kars, Battoum and Ardahan to Tur- 
key, and declares that peace with Tur- 
key can only be signed by the Cauca- 
sus government, which has_ sent its 
own delegates to Trebizond to discuss 
peace. In view of the repeated viola- 
tion by both the Germans and the 
Russians of the line of demarcation 
fixed for the Pskov front, the Germans 
have demanded the establishment of 
a new line 10 versts east of the pres- 
ent Russian position. A German official 
explanation of this change in the line 
is that it is necessary to strengthen 
Germany's strategic position. 


BUILDING CONTRACTORS 
OF EASTERN CANADA 
HAVE BIG SCHEME 


PROPOSE TO BREAK 540,000 ACRES 
OF IDLE WESTERN LAND 
THIS YEAR 


Montreal, March 15.—Realizing that 
food for the allies is the first consid- 
eration, the building contractors of 
eastern Canada have placed before 
the government a gigantic proposal 
for the cultivation of the idle western 
lands. 

Without depriving the farmer of any 
help they propose to turn the idle 
men, machinery, and capital in the 
building trade into cultivation; to 
break 540,000 acres this year for the 
1919 crop, using 3,000 men, figuring 
the production next year at 10,000,000 
bushels of wheat, with an increase in 
1920, which, if capital is sufficiently 
forthcoming, can be trebled. 

The proposal is worked up by the 
Montreal builders’ exchange and meets 
with the approval of the Toronto and 
Ottawa exchanges, and is being seri- 
ously considered by the government. 
Builders are pressing for an immedi- 
ate answer.

CiviIC AIRS HIS VIEWS ON PRO- 
VINCIAL ELECTIONS. 


To the Editor of The News. ~ 


Dear Sir.—Owing to the fact that 
E. Michener has been made a member 
of the Senate, there appears every 
likelihood that there will be abye-elec- 
tion in this constituency in the near 
future, and it makes one begin to 
think again of Provincial affairs. 

The holding of these Provincial 
elections as they are held appears to 
one an unnecessary expense, and does 
not in my idea get, in the majority of 
cases, the most suitable men to the 
legislature at Edmonton. In thinking 
this matter over for some time there 
are a few suggestions that I would 
make along this line, which to a great 
many will seem undemocratic no 
doubt. . 

The Provincial government at Ed- 
monton is a small administrative body 
whose chief duties are to look after 
the School, Hospital, and Road situ- 
ations in the Province. There are, of 
course, other branches, but these ap- 
pear to me to be the chief. The men, 
therefore, who are needed in the Legis- 
lature are men who are acquainted 
with the situations peculiar to their 
riding. The time is passing when out- 
side men from the large cities should 
come in to represent a country con- 
stituency. 

The men, in my idea, who are best 
qualified, or at least should be, are the 
members of the various municipal 
and Local Improvement Boards in the 
Riding. The suggestion, therefore, 
that I would make is that the Chair- 
men of these Boards should get to- 
gether and elect one of their number 
to represent the constituency at Ed- 
monton. These menare acquainted with 
the School problems, the Health pro- 
blems, and the Road problems in their 
riding and would be, in my mind, the 
ideal men to be in the Legislature. 
Another important factor in this would 
be that a great deal more interest 
would be taken in the various munici- 
pal elections. At the present munici- 
pal elections are comparatively speak- 
ing a mere farce to what they should 
be, and this system would tend to 
make the public take a far grater in- 
terest in their own districts and the 
control of them than they have done 
previously. 

These suggestions may not be pract- 
ical just as they are, but I feel that 
some changes might be made to en- 
sure better representation in many of 
the districts, and the Government 
would have a better grasp of the situ- 
ations in the Province, and also have 
the information first hand when they 
wanted it.—Yours truly,

FIRE FOR HANGING

CABINET MINISTERS CRITICIZED 
FOR ATTENDANCE AT PUBLIC 
ACCOUNTS SESSIONS 


A. F. Ewing of West Edmonton and 
James Weir of Nanton clashed with 
Hon. C. R. Mitchell provincial treas- 
urer, in the public accounts committee 
over the subject of the railway de- 
partment not being ready with records 
in the Lacombe and Blindman Valley 
Electric Railway matter; also, over 
the habit of cabinet ministers in Al- 
berta attending at the public accounts 
committee sessions. 

Mr. Weir severely scored the minis- 
ters for this latter habit, alleging that 
Alberta was the only province in Can- 
ada where the ministers sat around 
the public accounts sessions. He con- 
tended that the ministers were in man- 
ner of speaking on trial for their 
stewardship, and it was undignified 
and improper for them to be present 
at the committee hearings until they 
were called in. 


FEAR NEWSPAPER MEN 


Mr Mitchell asserted that the only 
reason they came was to facilitate the 
proceedings of the committee. After 
the session, however, he told James 
Ramsey, member for East Edmonton, 
that one of the reasons the ministers 
always sat around was on account of 
the presence of newspaper men. Mr. 
Mitchell thought that the ministers 
by their presence were able to explain 
things to which the hostile scribes 
might otherwise give a colour any- 
thing but rosy. . 


LAWYERS’ FEES RAISE FUSS. 


The principal points of controversy 
in the Lacombe and Blindman Valley 
Railway hearing were over two items, 
one of $3,000 and the other of $70,000. 

The $3,000 had been put in the 
progress accounts of the railway as 
legal expenses. Both Mr. Ewing and 
Mr. Weir took strong exception to this, 
arguing that legal expenses had no 
place in a progress report, as lawyers 
were not in the habit of doing railway 


construction work. Mr. Mitchell prom- 
ised to bring in the itemized accounts 
.at the next session. The inference is 
that the item was in connection with 
legal expenses in obtaining right-of- 
way. 


PAYMENT OF $70,000. 


The argument over the nayment of 
$70,000 was largely technical as to 
the manner in which the money was 
authorized for payment partly by A. 
L. Sifton, former premier, and partly 
by Norman.L. Harvey, secretary in 
the railway department at that time. 
It was apparent that the questioners 
were seeking to bring out the point 
that the payments were rushed 
through just prior to election time, 
though the contention of the govern- 
ment is that the money was an emer- 
gency payment to aid completion of a 
portion of the line before the frost 
set in the ground.

And that means more general 
prosperity and renewed national 
strength.

possible. The tax is to be graduated 
according to one’s ability to pay. 
Those who are in receipt of only a 
‘iving wage or salary will not be called 
ipon to pay; those enjoying the higher 
ncomes will be called upon to pay 
+he greatest amounts, and the great 
»vody of income receivers between, 
will be called upon to pay in their 
jue proportion. 

Moreover, the purpose of the act 
‘3 to distribute the burden equitably 
‘mong all classes. By the way of il- 
‘ustration, the farmer will be required 
to add to the value of their actual 
income the value of the home grown 
products which his own family con- 
3umes. This places the farmer on a 
plane with the salaried man, the value 
of whose services is wholly represent- 
ed in the income received and against 
which he must charge all his living 
expenses.

SELECTING FARMS BY SOIL 
ANALYSIS 


These are days when old methods 
are passng away, and the latest thing 
is the selecting of farms by settlers on 
the basis of soil analysis. According 
to the Department of Colonization and 
Development of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company such an instance 
recently came to their notice. Soil 
from Western Canada was submitted 
to Professor Sievers, soil physicist of 
the State College of Washington, at 
Pullman, Washington. Professor 
Sievers’ report on this soil should no 
doubt further encourage settlement in 
Western Canada. It reads as follows: 

“We have analysed this sample and 
find that it runs fairly high in lime, 
very high in potash, phosphorus and 
in nitrogen; that it has a splendid 
supply of organic matter, and is 
in the best of physical condition. 
There is nothing wrong with the soil 
from the standpont of crop production, 
and I am satisfied that it will give 
splendid results wherever put un‘ler 
cultivation.”

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PRETTY ROW STARTS IN THE” 
PROVINCIAL POLICE 
DEPARTMENT 


Edmonton, March 14,—The row in 
the provincial police department reach- 
ed another stage today, when it was 
made known _that correspondence 
bronght to the house on the subject 
will be used for severe criticism of 
the police commission by-members of 


the opposition. While Superintendent 
McDonnell, of the force is the person 
named in the correspondence involvy- 
ing the resignation of assistant Super- 
intendent J. D. Nicholson and Inspec- 
tor Schurer, the attack will ultimately 
come against Commissioner Primrose 
as the man chiefly responsible for the 
disorganized condition of the force at 
the, present time. : 

The correspondence laid on the 
table of the house includes a letter 
from Superintendent McDonnell of 
the provincial police force. written 
on November 28 last, in which he char- 
ges Assistant Superintendent Nichol- 
son with “want of co-operation,” and 
asking for his resignation on this 
ground. 

It also includes a letter from Mr. 
Nicholson, written on December 1, 
denying the right of the board to ask 
for his resignation “without cause 
being‘ given.” The letter states that 
at no time had any hint ever been 
given to him that his work was un- 
satisfactory. ; 

Mr. Nicholson in this letter, also al- 
leges that he has never had the treat- 
ment due him from his superior off!- 
cer, that he had not had the latter's 
confidence, and that “from the very 
beginning of your appointment, you 
have acted in such a -manner. as to 
make my position as useless a one 
as possible.’ In another letter Mr. 
Nicholson declares that Supt. McDon- 
nell’s charge that he did not have cor- 
dial co-operation from him “is false 
and unfounded and cannot be sub- 
stantiated by him” 

-Other correspondence brought down 
discloses that the superintendent com- | 


plained of not ‘sufficient activity in re- 
gard to prosecutions under the liquor 
act, and Inspector Schurer’s resigna- 
tion was’ asked because the superin- 


tendent had informed the board that|’ 


he had not received “the cordial sup- 
port from you which_was due from an 
inspector of the force.” 

This resignation was called'for on 
November 29, but correspondence from 
Mr. Schurer discloses that he had 
tendered, his resignation in the month 
of October, and also in a letter written 
on December 1, Inspector Schurer 
charges that he received discourteous 
treatment from the superintendent.

- The Netherlands minister, Augustus 
Phillips had an engagement with Pres- 
ident Wilson today and it was expect- 
ed he would present from his govern- 
ment a final appeal that the action will 
be delayed or at least modified. 

There are no indications, however, 
that the Allied governments will. re- 
cede from their decision. In fact, a 
final communication is understood to 
have been already presented at the 
Hague by the British and American 
diplomatic representatives. 

TO BE RECOMPENSED. 

In addition to being recompensed 
for the loss of any of the ships, the 
Dutch are t@receive liberal compen- 
sations in export privileges of bread- 
stuffs which they need badly. 

German pressure is expected to 
deter the Netherlands government 
from accepting the agreement the 
Allies propose and the taking over of 
the ships under international law is 
looked upon as a logical solution and 
not entirely an unfit one for Holland. 

Officials and diplomats here have 
no fears that the taking over of the 
Dutch ships will force Holland into the 
war, as has been predicted in some 
quarters. They are certain that Hol- 
land will continue her policy of neu- 
trality. :

THE FOOD VALUE OF 
“POTATOES 


CANADIANS WHO EAT THEM 
FREELY CAN HELP TO SAVE 
WHEAT FLOUR 


People who wish to help in food 
conservation should consider potatoes 
as a partial substitute for wheat flour. 
Potatoes are the chief staple of the 
semi-perishable foods. Canadians do 
not eat their fair share of potatoes in 
normal times We have been largely 
a wheat, beef and pork consuming 
people. These staples are now re- 
quired for overseas and it behoves us 
to substitute other foods for them 
wherever possible. We consume, per- 
haps, two and one-half bushels of po- 
tatoes per capita per year, or about 
one-third of a pound a day—equal to 
one fair-sized potato. In some Euro- 
pean countries one pound per day per 


capita is consumed, and in some dis-| 


tricts four pounds per day, and nearly 
twenty-five bushels per year. 

Despite the incroase in price since 
the war, potatoes are still among the 
cheapest of foods. One pound of roast 
beef costs ten times as much -as a 
pound of potatoes, and twenty per 
cent of beef is bone. Three and a 
third pounds of potatoes supply 1,000 
calories of energy, at a cost of less 
than 10 cents, while about 2,500 calor- 
jes are required for full grown per- 
sone working indoors. That is to say, 
if all foods were as cheap as potatoes 
we could live on 25 cents a day. 
Healthy men have lived and worked 
for months on a diet of nothing else 
than potatoes, oleomargarine, and a 
little fruit. Potatoes contain protein 
of the very best kind. They also con- 
tain mineral salts which neutralize 
harmful acids in the body. The food 
material in potatoes is 98 per cent. 
digestible. 

Canadians have large supplies of 
potatoes, carrots, onions, and turnips, 
and by consuming these vegetables 
freely, they can economize on bread. 

More than 300 ways of cooking 
potatoes are known. They combine 
well with many flavors. They can he 
used to economical advantage with 
meat and fish, in stews, croquettes, 
hash, chowders, meat pies, etc. One 
half a cup of mashed potatoes and 
two cups of flour make a bread mix- 
ture that helps the flour to go further. 

Good cooks know the ways of using 
potatoes are various—boiled, steamed, 
lyonnaised, baked chipped, 
hashed brown, creamed, escalloped, 
stuffed, au gratin, and scores of com- 
binations. 

Canada has plenty of potatoes, and, 
although the price is high compared 
with normal times, it is not high in 
comparison with other foods in war 
time. 


ALBERTA’S GREAT 
GOAL TRADE 


The abnormally cold weather during 
the winter and the difficulties experi- 
enced in securing fuel, has intensified 
interest in the coal resources of the 
Dominion. Many people, for the first 
time, are searching statistics to ascer- 
tain, as exactly as possible, the extent, 
value, and location of the coal resour- 
ces of the nine federal provinces. 

For many years Nova _ Scotia has 
been the premier coal producing prov- 
ince. And until the last few years 
British Columbia was second in the 
list. But railway construction has 
rendered available considerable por- 
tions of the vast extent of the coal re- 
sources of Alberta, and this province 
has ousted the Pacific coast province 
from the second position in Canada. 
The greater part of this recent expan- 
sion in production of coal in Alberta 
has been brought about by the build- 
ing of lines of the Canadian Northern 


‘Railway. The production in tons:— 


Nova Scotia Alberta’ B.C. 
1909 5,652,089 1,994,741 2,606,127 
1916 6,894,728 4,563,020 2,582,727 

A study of the tonnage carried by 
the Canadian Northern during the last 
few years shows that its development 
as a coal carrier has been almost en- 
tirely due to closer settlement in the 
prairie provinces and to the expansion 
of the coal mines along its lines in 
Alberta. 

In 1910, the Canadian Northern car- 
ried in coal only 282,718, and in 1912, 
804,803 tons. By 1914 the total hand- 
lings had doubled, the figures being 
1,724,337, and for its annual report as 
of June 30, 1917, it is understood the 
company will show a total production 
of nearly two million tons of coal han- 
dled over its lines. 

The important position Alberta has 
occupied in the building up of this ton- 
nage may be gathered from the fact 
that in 1910 the movement over its 
lines in that province was but 81,146 
tons. In 1911 it grew to 204,730 tons, 
in 1914 to 358,739, in 1915 to 476,860, 
in 1916 to 706,414, and in 1917—8 
months only of the year being shown 
—the figures had already attained to 
691,261 tons.
